Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant attempted to incorporate the allowable subject matter of application 09/916,397 into the independent 
claims of the present application, however, Applicant wdid not add the paraphrased limitation of, "storing only the extracted data for each 
security level at an extract store for each security level and storing the remainder data at a separate remainder store" as defmed in the 
reasons for allowance of application 09/916,397. The independent claims broadly state that the user has a plurality of security levels each 
with a security clearance and respective extract store, but has no mention of filtering or storing based on the security levels. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the double patenting 
rejections should be withdrawn by the Examiner because there is combining or linking of the claims in one or more of the provided serial 
numbers. However, in the previous action the independent claims where linked to the independent claims of each of the provided serial 
numbers and a statement of how the claims would be modified to show the obviousness. These double patenting rejections can be 
overcome by filing a terminal disclaimer. The further arguments with respect to the prior art rejections would be overcome if Applicant's 
correctly incorporated the allowable subject matter of application 09/916,397, and comply with 35 USC sections 112 and 101. 
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
